Bring  up 
your  children  to  love  the  beautiful  and  you  will  rarely  have 
to  worry  about  their  future.  Then  there  is  the  money  side, 
the  place  that  is  highly  improved  with  nature’s  plantings 
is  the  one  that  catches  the  eye  of  the  buyer  and  a $50.00 
expenditure  in  adapted  and  hardy  nursery  stock  will  mean 
generally  at  least  $500.00  more  to  the  selling  price.  I know 
what  I am  talking  about  as  I have  handled  real  estate  for 
years  and  have  missed  many  a sale  of  property  because  the 
place  looked  so  bare  and  uninviting  and  especially  is  this  true 
of  farm  property.  If  you  good  people  of  the  country  only 
realized  that  you  are  not  only  losing  money  but  the  best 
there  is  in  life.  I think  it  is  safe  to  say  that  99  per  cent  of 
the  people  who  have  not  made  much  or  many  plantings  around 
their  places  are  looking  forward  to  the  time  when  they  can 
make  a clean-up  and  go  back  east  or  the  far  west  where 
timber  is  natural.  Whenever  I hear  this,  it  always  reminds 
me  of  what  the  Indian  thought  when  he  stated  “The  difference 
between  you  white  men  and  my  race  is  that  when  we  want 
the  trees  and  the  natural  beauties  that  go  with  them,  we  go 
to  them,  but  when  you  want  them,  you  have  them  come  to 
you.”  Poor  Lo.
